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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to communications: amendment filed 4/14/09 to the 
application filed on 07/28/00 which is a continuation of the application 09/015,660 filed 
on 01/29/98, now US Pat No. 6,154,757. 

2. Claims 1-44 are canceled. 

3. Claims 45-66 are pending in the case. Claims 45, 65, and 66 are independent 
claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 45-46, 48-50, 54-57, 63, 65-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding independent claim 45, it is unclear why the selection of step (b) must be for 
the operation of step (c) since if the selection of step (b) is the operation in step (c) then 
this operation does not affect (exclusively) on the portion of text represented by said at 
least one outline element but then processes all components of the selected electronic 
text. It appears contradictory since why processing all components of the selected 
electronic text without affecting the portion of text represented by at least one outline 
element, which is the selected electronic text. Also, it is unclear what applicant means 
"all components of said selected electronic text" and how these components are related 
to the portions of selected electronic text. Please explain and give example. 
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Independent claims 65 and 66 are rejected under the same issue. 

Dependent claims 46, 48-50, 54-57, 63 are rejected for fully incorporating the 
deficiencies of their base claim 45. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 47, 51 -53, 58-62, 64 are allowed.
